Secretary of Navy Asks 


for More U.S. 


Battleships. 


WASHINGTON,'Dec. 6.—The United 
.States. must have a bigger navy and 
must be prepared to moot any chance 
of war, in the opinion of Secretary 
Meyer of the navy department, if it Is 
to preserve its national safety. 
In 


his annual report, made*public today, 
Secretary Meyer plca'ds for three new 
battleships this' year and declares that 
this country soon will fall from sec- 
ond to fourth place in-the relative 
.standing of -naval powers, if if con- 
tinues the policy of. building only two 
ships each year. 


International 
peace ' has 
been 


brought no nearer, the secretary de- 
clares, so far as a limitation of arma- 
ments 
Is. concerned. 
To guard It's 


coast.and protect its commercial'ac- 
tivities the United States needs-a per- 
manent navy of 41 capital ships— 
battleships and battle cruisers—ac- 
cording to Secretary Meyer, The pres- 
ent strength of the navy in battleships 
is about 33, -but four ships will soon 
be retired as obsolete. 


Secretary Meyer's resort is a recital 


of the development of the navy during 
the year, with few recommendations 
beyond those contained in his former 
reports. 
He gives chief emphasis to 


his recommendation that the navy be 
increased according to a program that 
will keep tho nation fn its present 
position among the wo-fld powers, and 
the suggestion that Congress .remove 
the limit upon the amount of money

"To avoid war and insure peace the 
country must be prepared for war 
No person of intelligence \vho has 
studied intei national policies can be 
blind to the fact that the possession 
of. great wealth, resources and popula- 
tion does not carry with it immunity 
from attack should the nation's in- 
terests clash with those of another 
better.prepared " 
The opening of the Panama canal 


will in no sense double the American 
fleet, according to Secretary Meyer. 
While It will increase its efficiency by 
facilitating its passage from one coast 
to the other this condition has been 
fully considered 
in 
calculating the 
naval program. 
Without the canal, 
says Secretary Meyer, experts figure 
that the United States would need a 
fleet double that of a.country whose 
coast line is continuous. 
The secretary estimates that a total 
of 41 battleships, with a proportional 
number of other fighting and auxiliary 
vessels, is the. least that would place 
this country on a safe basis in its re- 
lations with other wprlfl powers. This 
fleet should "be ,secured as soon as 
practicable, he-ssaia,' and its strength 
should be maintained by replacing 
obsolete vessels with new ones by a 
uniform annual program.

Jfte Lesson of Refa/iafipn. 


The students of Glasgow University gave the suffragettes an 


unpleasant taste of "equal rights." Men have as much right to 
create disturbance and destroy property as women. Really nobody 
has any such right, but the suffragettes, while demanding politi- 
cal equality, have carried the privilege of sex to an exasperating 
extreme. 


They have broken windows, destroyed letters in mail boxes 


'with acids, invaded public meetings and personally assaulted on 
the streets men holding the highest government offices. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the secretary of state, had his hat smashed ovpr his 
eyes by a suffragette while walking with a friend in Hyde Park. 
Premier Asquith's private residence was beseiged by a band of 
the militant sisterhood while Mrs. Asquith was holding a recep- 
tion; stones were thrown through his windows into his drawing- 
room, and a great commotion created. He was followed to Scot- 
land when he went to visit the king, and insulted and threatened 
with assault. 


Recently Sir Augustus Birrell, a member of the British cabi- 


net, was installed as Lord Rector of Glasgow University. A most 
unseemly disturbance was created by the suffragettes. They 
broke in upon the installation ceremonies and created great disor- 
der by hooting, jeering and interrupting the speakers. Had men 
committed such an outrage they would have been carted off to 
jail with broken heads. 


But they were women, and claimed the privileges of their sex 


while unsexing themselves and acting in a manner which deprived 
them o£ all claim to consideration. They do not seem to realize 
that political equality means meting out the same punishment to 
women as men, and that they were presuming on the exemptions 
OjTssx in their wholly unjustifiable proceedings. 


Angered by the disturbance created at the installation of the 


Lord Rector,-the students of Glasgow University broke into the 
suffrage headquarters, smashed the furniture and otherwise 
acted as the suffragettes have been acting. It was an unmanly, | 
disgusting thing to do, but the suffragettes forget that it was in 
retaliation for unwomanly, disgusting acts of lawlessness com- 
mitted by themselves. As a performance it is only worthy of con- 
demnation,, but as an object lesson its effect should be beneficial. 


Women cannot expect to be treated with the courtesy and con- 


sideration-due their sex if they violate every rule of decorum and 
behave like furies. Chivalry is only the veneer of civilization. It 
will ndt-Btand being belabored with unbrellas and chasing with 
insult through the streets by a mob of viragoes, still less the in- 
vasion^of domestic privacy and. violation of the rights of domicile. 


"Cowards!" cried the suffragettes to the rioting students of 


•Glasgow. -Perhaps ruffians would have been the better word. But 
pray, who'taught them to be ruffians? >Vho set them the exam- 
ple? Did not the suffragettes show by their ovm, conduct that they! 
were entitled to neither respect nor protection? '.Their own be-1 
havior. created a feeling of derision and contempt, mingled with 
resentment, ~that bore its natural fruit. By acting in a disgrace- 
ful way, they taught the students of Glasgow to be blackguards.; 
They reaped a crop of their own sowing. The lesson they have 
taught has been brought home to them in a way that should be 
instructive. The privileges of sex cannot be claimed by those 
who habitually carry them beyond the limitations of law and de- 
cency. Women who pursue men with insult and" outrage cannot 
expect to be treated as ladies. In the first place they are not 
ladies, and in the second, the law of self-protection will assert it- 
self despite the veneer of civilization. 


The Christmas season is making the money'question a domes- 


tic problem. Father and mother have resolved themselves into a 
-ways and means committee and are holding daily sessions. Santa 
Claim is a welcome visitor to the young folks, but he is a sore 
trial to the old ones.

Harry Hammond, editor of the Byron Times, may not be very 


__guccess£uLJn_advertising-jQQiiira Costa county at the Chicago 
"Land Show, but he isvgetting himself well advertised back here in 
California. 
Incidentally, he is calling attention to the failure of 


the people of this section of the State-to properly advertise the 
advantages they possess and the varied resources of the central 
and northern counties. 


He is rubbing some plain truths into the inhabitants of this 


- section, and doing it in a way to make them squirm. They ought 


to squirm, for their neglect of opportunities is a serious draw- 
back to development. He is showing them what they are losing, 
and what the people of Southern California are gaining by a per- 
sistent and intelligent advertising policy which is never allowed 
to flag. 


The swarm of tourists and investors flocking to Los Angeles 


. are brought there mainly by advertising. Los Angeles is reaping 
"' a splendid reward from her enterprise. We do not reap because 
-we have not sown. We have a better field, but we have not culti- 
vated it. We have hidden our light under a bushel instead of set- 
ting it upon a tower. Los Angeles Lukea uui own glory bccau, 
we have not appreciated it nor given it radiance and illumination 
by advertising it abroad. 
1 
Mr. Hanimbnd is telling the people of Central California why 


they are not making the headway they should be making. He is 
doing the State a service by holding up to the people of this sec- 
tion their own shortcomings. The experience ought to do them 
good. An awakening is needed in this section of the State. It is 


< to be hoped that the salt Editor Hammond is rubbing into hurt 
-pride will stimulate their enterprise and public spirit. A stimu- 
' lant is needed. 


We know of no county in the State that would benefit more by 


the building of modern highways than Santa Cruz. Hence the 
efforts of the Santa Cruz News and Watsonville Pajaronian to get 
a good roads movement started should meet with the approbation 
and co-operation of the citizens of Santa Cruz county. 


The city of Santa Cruz is the principal seaside resort in Cali- 


fornia. It has a fine beach, a delicious climate and rarely beauti- 
ful surroundings. But the country surrounding it is sadly in 
need of good roads. 


. In these days of the automobile good roads are indispensable 


to the comfort, convenience and pleasure of the wealthy leisure 
class which is expected to, and should, contribute so much to the 
prosperity of Santa Cruz and its vicinage. A system of fine drive- 
ways would therefore be a profitable business investment for the 
pepple of Santa Cruz. It would attract visitors with money, who 
would come in their motor cars to enjoy the sea bathing and the 
delights of a vacation amid scenes and surroundings which nature 
has done so much to make picturesque and enticing. 


But tl\e man with the motor car — and he is the man who 


spends the money nowadays — will not stay in a place where he 
cannot have the pleasure of speeding over good roads. The points 
of interest cease to attract if one has to drive over a dusty road, 
full of ruts and chuckholes, to reach them. The bad road spoils 
the pleasure of the jaunt. Hence the lack of good highways is a 
quarantine against visitors and business, depressing property 
values and discouraging enterprise. 


A system of fine highways radiating from Santa Cruz, and 


connecting with similar roads leading to San Jose and San Fran- 
cisco, would enormously increase the number of visitors during 
the summer months. These visitors would bring their automo- 
biles and their chauffeurs to patronize the hotels and stores, 
garages and repair shops, and swell the volume of local trade gen- 
erally. They will rent cottages and make a longer stay than they 
otherwise would. Good roads would also invite people with means 
to build summer homes and make Santa Cruz a place of residence 
during a portion of the year. This in turn would make business 


l ubUtie dealers, urLi&uns und tradesmen. 


The Stockton Morning Letter says it will be a happy day for

People who travel about in motor cars are deterred 
from visiting that beautiful seaside city by the character of the 
highways they are compelled to traverse. When they do come, 
they soon go away because the bad roadways destroy the pleasure 
of motoring. 


The people of Santa Cruz can do nothing that will make their 


city and county so attractive and prosperous as to build a system 
of fine highways. A million dollars spent in road building would 
do more for the county than anything else.

Rolph Jr. of San Francisco spant a short 
time yesterday In conference with Mayor 
Harrison. 
The mayor of San Franslaco 


arrived In Chicago early In the day. Ono 
of tho first thlnRS he did was to read 
the statement that a Chicago po^pe offi- 
cial had declared that San Francisco was 
the worst vice-ridden city1 In the coun- 
try. 


"I have been away from 
home for 


several weeks." said Mayor Rolph to 
Mayor Harrison, "but as soon as I get 
back I am going to look Into matters 
•which your Police Captain Meagher re- 
ferred to." 


The police official referred particularly 


to tho dance hall called the "illdwaj-," 
conducted by "Spider" Kelly. 


"If what I read 
Is 
correct." 
said 


Mayor Rolph, "one of the first things I 
shall do when I reach home Is to order 
that dance hall closed. 
San Francisco 


Is not to become a dumping place for the 
vice of other cities. 


"We are supposed to have three police 
commissioners In my city whose duty it 
Is to keep a check on vice matters. One 
of these commissioners has resigned, but 
that should not prevent the other offi- 
cials of the department from seeing that 
vlca is not allowed to flourish. 
"I depend on the police to keep me 
advised of vice conditions. If what one 
of your police captains Bald about San 
Francisco Is true, I think it is evident 
that I have not' been made acquainted 
with the facts." 


WHAT CHICAGO OFFICER SAW. 
Captain Meagher returned 
yesterday 
from a vacation spent In the west. He 
remained several days In San Francisco. 
and took occasion to visit the Barbary 
Coast. 
"Why, I sat*, things In San Francisco," 
said Captain Meagher, "that would ^not 
be tolerated In Chicago' for a slrigle min- 
ute.

Chief Surgeon Declares Use of

stacle" Among Officers. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The U39 of al- 


cohol ' among officers of the army and 
navy is declared the "m'ost baffling ob- 
stacle to progress," in a report by Col- 
onel Morrin Maus. chief surgeon of the 
Eastern Division of the Army. The re- 
port is made public in the Journal of the 
military service, published by the offi- 
cers at Governor's 
Island. Dr. Maus' 


recommends that "no one who xises al- 
coholic beverages should be appointed to 
important positions, civil or military, to 
the. command of military or naval forces, 
or any other position of importance and 
responsibility."

department, 'deprives the government of 
otherwise valuable officers and enlisted 
men, 
and forces- them on the retired or

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


Our small Army now consists of ^83^809 
men, excluding- the 5000 Philippine spouts 
Leaving out of consideration the Coaat 
Artillery force, whose position is fixed Jn 
our various seacoast defenses, and the 
present garrisons of our various insular 
possesion, we Have tpday within the con-- 
tinental United States a mobile Army of 
about 35,000--mer< . This little force must 
(be still further drawn upon to supply the 
new garrisons for the great naval base 
which is being established at Pearl Har- 
| bor, in the Hawaiian Islands, and to pro- 
tect tho locks now rapidly approaching 
completion at Panama. The forces re- 
maining in the United States are now 
scattered In neaily 50 posts, situated for 
a variety df historical reasons In 24 States. 
These posts contain only fractions of 
regiments, averaging less than 700 men 
each. In time of peace it has been our 
historical policy to administer these-units 
separately by a geographical organization 
In other words, our Army in time of peace 
has never been a united organization but 
merely scattered , groups 
of companies, 
battalions, and regiments, and the first 
task in time of war has been to create out 
of these scattered units ar. army fit for 
effective tearnwoik and cooperation. 
To the task of meeting these patent de- 
fects, .the War Department has been ad- 
dressing itself 
during the past year. 
Definite and effective steps have been 
taken toward Armv reorganization so far 
as such reorganization lies within the ex- 
ecutive power. 


REGULAR ARMY RESERVE. 


One of the most important reforms ac- 
complished during the past year has been 
the legislation enacted in then Army ap- 
propriation bill of last summer, providing 
for a Regular Army reserve. "Hitherto 
our national policy has assumed, that at 
the outbreak of war our regiments would 
bo immediately raised to full strength. 
But our laws have provided na means by 
which this could be accomplished, or bv 
which the losses of the regiments when 
once sent to the front could beTepairod. 
In this respect we have neglected the 
lessons learned by other nation:*. The new 
law provides that the soldier, after serv- 
ing four veara with colors, shall pass Into 
a reserve for three years. At his option 
he may go into the reserve at the end of 
three years, remaining there for four vears. 
While in the eserve he can be called to 
active duty only In case of war or other 
national emergency, and when so called 
and onlv In such case will receive 
a 
stated amount of pay for all of the period 
In which be has been a member of the 
reserve 
The legislation is' imperfect, 'n 
mv opinion. In certain particulars, but it 
is a most Important step In the right direc- 
tion and I eirhestlj hope that it will b» 
carefully-studied and perfected by Con- 
gress. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Under existing law the National Guard 
constitutes after the Regular Armv. the 
first line of national defence

passed, 


ior material progress be made 
The commission sincerely desires the 
active, hearty and earnest co-operation 
of all the people of this State in the 
great work which is before It. 
This commission will be for the people, 
ind it wants their expression as to the 
aws mosi suitable for their 
districts, 
n other words, it wants the people of the 
great State of California to say to the 
ommtsslon, "We want this and we want 
hat," and not for the commission to 
ay "We will give you tMs and we will 
give you that" 


WANT FAIRNESS TO ALL. 


This commission Intends to assist in 
retting just, - equitable laws 
concerning 


ish and game upon the statute books, 
aws which will preserve the rights of 
he people therein and be fair to all. To 
do this, the commission will assist the 
>eople of the State of California in form- 
ng fish and game protective assocla- 
lons. The price of membership will be 
:5c, which will be used to pay the cx- 
lenses of the delegates of the different 
:ountles 
Each countv will send 
three 
delegates or less, which ever they deem 
>«st. to where a district meeting will be 
held. Hero the county delegates will de- 
cide oil the laws most suitable for their 
district, and at which time they

select a representative who will be in- 
structed to meet with the fish and game 
oommlfslon two months before the leg- 
slature meets and prepare proper laws. 
After agreeing with

representa- 
tives the commission will take the pro- 
posed laws of the six districts to the 
eglslature and say, "Gentlemen, these 
are the laws that the people of the State 
of Callfrrnla want," and It is to be bo- 
leved that they will pass them without 
delay, thereby saving the people o* our 
State many thousands of dollars, and at 
.he same time giving to the people the 
aw? that are sure to please. 
If you favor the formation of these 
associations, please sign 
the 
enclosed 
card and forward th« same to Hon B 
Roberts, State treasurer, Sacramento, 
together with 2Gc for your dues for one 
year. Mr. Roberts has kindly consented 
to act In this connection, and upon the 
receipt of your card and dues, will issue 
you a lecelpt card of membership and 
enter your name upon the register for 
Tour county. 
When a sufficient num- 
ber of names has been received from 
vour county, a meeting of such men will 
be called at some central point in the 
county, and at that meeting an associa- 
tion formed, which will In turn take steps 
for the formation of a district associa- 
tion 
The moneys received by Mr Rob- 
erts, less postal expenses and printing of 
membership cards, will be turned over to 
the duly elected officers of the club In 
each county. 
This fund, you can readily see, will be 
used by the people for the sole purpose 
of legislating for themselves, and

demand that they make the laws, a right 
which justly belongs to them.

tinuously Since Year 


1903. 


"WIASHTNGTON, Dec. 7. — The United 


States geological survey to Just Issuing 
a report on the Eonnifleld region, a part 
of interior Alaska lying south of Rilr- 
banks and covering n-n area 
of 
3100 


square miles on the north slope of the 
Alaska range. 


Placer mining has been carried on con- 


tinuously _ln . tlie Bonnlfield region since 
1903, and although the production of gold 
thore has never been large, the output 
has been steady. The inaccessibility of 
tho region and the high cost of trans- 
porting supplies : to it 
have 
prevented 
the mining of any but the richest ground, 
but if tha proposed government, railroad 
to the interior by way of Susitna 
and 
Nenana valleys ahould be built, the min- 
ing industry would be greatly stimulated. 


A schist belt, similar to that, in which 
most of the Alaska gold camps are lo- 
cated, crosses tho Bonnifleld region, so 
that tho geologic conditions are favor- 
able for the discovery of additional gold- 
placer' areas. ISxtenBivo , lodes containing 
iron sulphide and some gold have also 
boon found, and although these are not 
now being mined, it is possible that the 
region may sometime' suport a consld- 


GREAT COAL FIELDS. 


In addition to its precious metals, the 
Bonnifleld region contains coal deposits 
whlcla are as yct'unworkod but In which 
thcro IB an enormous tonnage of lignitic 
coal. 
The coal-bearing beds have boon 


mapped and -examined as carefully aa the 
hasty character of the work would admit. 
In 1910 It was estimated on the infor- 
mation .then available, that 
the 
total 
quantity of llg-nltlc coal In Alaska was 
about 7% billion tons. 
The results , of 
the geological survey's wp.rlt in tho Bon- 
nlflelrt region snow that tnia roclon alone 
contuliiM imibubly nititrly 10 liilllou tans 
of lignite and that th<> deposits arc pos- 
sibly much more extensive 
than 
tho 
mapped areas on which the estimate was 
based.
